Concentrated resistance on 
both national and international levels can 
easily’ be forecast. 

Unforlunately, people slill do not 
know wiiat is good for them. Al the 
current stage of historical development in 
the various industrial nations, especially 
America, a programme will not prove 
popular merely because it is reconımend. 
ed by professors of international politics, 
editors of Influential periodicals, former 
diplomats, Opposition parliamentarians, 
experienced investment bankers and 
similar authorities. These authorities 
might be right but authorities no longer 
enjoy much authority today, especlally in 
America.

In part, lhe problem is purély technical, 
Major issues lıave grown so complex that 
the essential type of citizen represented 
by the intelligent newspaper-reader can

The challenge is parlly global. Japan 
has become a factor to be rockoned with. 
We bear joint responsibility towards tlhe 
environment and a joint moral obligation 
towards the vast mgjorlty of Mankind 
who arte still alarmingly remote from the 
joys (and cares) of agricultural surpluses, 
the shortnge of labour aud the 
automobile. 

Like the authors of the American 
Declaration of Independence, Kaiser 
holds sone truths as solfevident, at leasl 
objectively if not necessarily politically’: 
World trade, including dealings in 
agricultural commodities, must be 
liberalised, the international mone tiury’ 
syslem ratlonalised, thle military bukınce 
in Europe stabilised, inter-buropean 
differences bridged, the incousistencies 
and (liserimination which favour some of 
the poor of the Third World at the cust of 
others nıust be ironed out and eliminuted 
and the responsillilily For pollution, 
development aid and economic stability 
must be made inlernatioıkal. 

These truths are sometimes consilered 
an end in Lheruselyves, somelimes ã means 
to some more iınporlant eıkl such as a 
goal general standard of Hiring, the 
maintenunce of Jentocrutic institutions or 
the preservalion of world peace. 

They coincide wih a number of 
negative truths: Western European 
integriution is by no means inenmpaltble 
with increased ties with the Last; an 
American withdrawal from Europe is hy 
no means in Europe's interests: America 
can by no means afford to indulge in the 
fantasy of withdrawal and isolationalism; 
if democratically elected goverment do 
not starl lO take the imlernationul 
economy under their joinl control, tlie 
multinational corporations will do the 
job in their own way; the alarming gap 
between tle rich and poor regions of tlie 
world will not be reduced, let alone 
bridged, without the Joint efforts of al] 
industrial nations; pollution of the 
environment will kill us yet if we do nat 
try to reconcile economic growth with 
self-preservation at an international level; 
and absolute victory has become as unic- 
coptable in world trade as it Is in war. 

Although each of these ideas is tenable 
in itself and many of them would be 
defended by a large ıumber of people, 
including Russian party leaders, Anglo- 
Saxon trade-unionis!s and French agricul 
tural ministers, Kaiser's vision is 
dêëtermined by the correlation and mutual 
dependence of his ideas. 

‘This vision is unashanedly liberal, Like 
the intellectual background of most of 
the delegates at the conferences whiclı 
gave them shape, they go back to Cobden 
aud Bright, if not Grotius.

Although many researchers have 
discussed the fimal few hours before 
death, there Is iittle information available 
about the behaviour of dying patients, 
Even where information of His type is 
avallable, lt is often contradictory, 

At first a person who is seriously ill 
refusos to believe that death is near, 
Patients who have to accept the fact at 
too early a stage tend to adopt this 
attitude, 

During Ihe second plıase many react 
angrily with the question “Why me? ” It 
is in this period that the patient's famly 
and hospital staff have to display a good 
deal of patlence. . 

The third phase passes qukckly, The 
dying person attempts fo make a denl 
with God or the world, He tries to delay 
death by offering something that he 
would otherwise be loathe to forego. 

During the fourth phase many patients 
suffer from depression, Mothers and 
fathers especially ask how things will 
continue without then. 

Patlents do nol sccept the upproach of 
death until the fifth phase, “During this 
rod the family usually needs more 
telp, support and understanding then the 
patient,” Dr Lothar Witzel reports, “The 
putient has usually attained a certain 
degree of peuce and understanding.” 


Doctors at Erlangen University Hospitul 
naticed something else during the course 
of Dr Witzel's research, Patients with a 
firm religious conviction and those witlı 
absolutely no faith at all find it easier t5 
die. 

Younger patients ure nıore afruid of 
death than the elderly, But there Js no 
difference between the behaviour of 
male and female patients inmediutely 
before death. One het evidently applies 
to all patients ~ the closer death comes, 
the more their fear recedes.

Over half the 110 patients felt death 
approaching. Of the 73 patients with 
whom an interview was possible 56 sald 
they were satisfled with their Jives but 
only two of them would have been 
prepared to relfve their life. 


According to Dr Witzel, 61 belleved in 
life after death: "The firmness of 
religlous belief Increased as the Illness 
row worse, The degree of anxiety 
lessened, The need for painkillers 
dropped shortly beforo deatlı, During the 
final moments before death many 
pationts rediscovered their urge to live," 
Examinations of ihis type are raro, 
Most doctors woukl ba unable to say 
what o dying man thinks even if they 
have closely studied thelr terminal 
patients in the perlod immediately 
proceding their death. 


But Witzol's study reveals one sura fact 
— only 25 per certt of (hese ternal cases 
were not fully conscious in the last few 
hours before their death: “Only two of 
the dying patients asked about their 
wonthition, Some puitients do not say they 
are gog to dle spontanoously or when 
«uestioned, But muny of them have an 
inkling of death. Their reaction js 
silence.” 


One of the patients, a 34-year-old man 
wilh incurable cancer of the testis, told 
his doctor that he was going to die and 
was not afraid of death, “1 don't know 
why I'm not nfrald,”" was one of the ist 
tıings he said, 


Dr Lothat Witzef ' also asked the 
Patients whether they would Hke to liye 
their life ugein. A 76-year-old retiyel 
bank clerk replied: “I'm satisfied with my 
Hfe. 1! did a lot with it but I wouldn't like

according to Dr Lothar Witzel who 
studied 110 llgnts during the 24 hours 
before thelr death. 

The study claims that most patlents are 
no longer afraid of death during this 
termi perlod.

Most of the 110 terminal cases reacted 
just as calmly. Seventy per cert of them 
were hı fIHÎ possession of their mental 
faculties twenty-four hours before their 
death, One in four was able to understand 
anl answer questions only. fifteen 
minutes before dying.

“Must hundreds of thousands die every 
year just because motor vehicle designers 
pay no attentlon to the information {hey 
are glyen by doctors? '' he asked. 

Gêgler bases his arguments on the 
findings of his research group which has 
for years beer in an ideal position to 
ştudy the causes of serious and faial 
injuries t0 motorists. 

The researchers Werê able to travel to 
the scene of the accident with police and 
ambulance, The evidence they obtain on 
the spot cannot be improved upon by 
later investigations. 

The analysis of some one thousand 
cases reveals thal wrongly-madoe steering 
columns nre largely responsible for the 
Increasing number oF deaths amo 
driverş, A remarkably ‘largo number o 
these deaths are due to skull injurles. 

Gégler therofore believes thal the 
demand for safor steering colunuis should
